The broad outline of his program foe 
the next four yea rn, given by Mayor- 
elect Joseph Small yesterday, was in­ 
teresting to note. Some of the pointe in 
the planned program will be a direct 
asset to the Borough of Stroudsburg 
and the surrounding area if they are 
carried out properly. 
As we say, the outline of the pro­

necessarily 
broad, and it will be interesting to watch 
the different phases of it as they are 
put into practice.

granted; if it doesn’t, they rant and 
rave at lta author with all sorts of un­ 
complimentary epithets. 
They never take a few minutes off 
bo contemplate that sometimes 
the 
failure of a program is not the fault of 
its author, but rather of its recipients. 
They speak lightly of community plan­ 
ning, community betterment, commun­ 
ity beautification, and community this- 
and-that, but they never stumble over 
the wisdom that they ARR the com­ 
munity. 
There is no program, no matter how 
well planned it be, that will ever lie 
beneficial to any community unless it is 
effected by the members of the com­ 
munity. As Mr. Small pointed out, it is 
not a “one-man” job—it is a community 
responsibility. 
At the outset, let us all plan to put 
our own shoulders to the wheel of com­ 
munity progress. If we agree with a 
project, let us all help to accomplish it. 
If we disagree, let’s come up with a con­ 
structive idea that may be better. 
There is an adage that sometimes 
the “sins of imission are more serious 
than the sins of commission.” Let us not 
be guilty of the former by just sitting 
back with a sarcastic grin, hoping a plan 
will fail. Instead, let’s all get in on the 
act and MARR it work! 


Viewpoint On Loyalty Oath 


Attorney Joseph Ix>ngacre Jr., of 
California, descendant of one of the 
signers of the Declaration of Independ­ 
ence, makes a point in his refusal to 
sign a loyalty oath which has been gen­ 
erally overlooked in the long-standmg 
argument over disclaimers. 
To assume a municipal office to 
which he had been appointed Mr. Long- 
acre is required to sign the usual dis­ 
claimer that he’ll not take part in any 
movement advocating violent overthrow 
of the government. 
This, however, would restrict h i s 
freedom of conscience if ultimately a 
totalitarian regime took control of the 
United States, and he sought to join in 
revolt against it. Far-fetched? When the 
people reach the point of apathy to gov­ 
ernment, become so entrapped in t h e 
marrow cella of their own self-interest, 


that they feel smug and secure; when 
they feel that threat to their freedoms 
is far-fetched, they are most susceptible 
to the loss of those freedoms. 
Lyman 
Hall, Mr. 
Longacre’s an­ 
cestor who was one of the Declaration’s 
signatories, took part in a movement 
constituting “violent overthrow” of the 
government. It was known as the Amer­ 
ican revolution, and it cast off political 
and economic chaine colonial American 
leaders, and a great many of the people, 
considered oppressive. 
Mr. Ix>ngacre doesn’t want to be un­ 
der any compulsions, moral or legal, to 
betray the principles r,f freedom and the 
American ideal for which his forefathers 
fought, and for which nil Americans — 
including the D.A.R., the S.A.R., a n d 
other patriotic groups still should he 
fighting.

Unlike a monarch, whn hold* 
office by birth, the President of 
th* United States hat to tpend 
his first term politicking for 
the second. It is a wholesome 
effort because It keeps him 
c lo s e to the people. He can­ 
not 
separate 
himself 
from 
those who chose him and will 
choose 
or 
not 
choose 
him 
again. He cannot hope to hear 
only praise. He cannot expect 
that his visitor* will bow from 
the 
waist 
and 
amen 
him 
through a conversation. 
In a word, no m atter how 
hard 
his staff may 
try to 
screen him from those who al­ 
ways know what is light and 
wrong, 
the 
President 
must 
from time to time patiently 
listen to the Ideas of others. 
As trying and time-wasting as 
this may «eem, it is whole­ 
some because the man in the 
W hite House dares not isolate 
himself from trends of public 
opinion. 
As long as this attitude to­ 
ward the office of the Presi­ 
dent continues, we are likely 
to remain a wholesome repub­ 
lic. Naturally, everybody wants 
to tell President Kennedy what 
to do and how' to do it. Per­ 
haps, it is an instinctive reac­ 
tion to his lack of grey hair. 
Perhaps it is his smile that en­ 
courages frankness. But he is 
never likely to become an iso­ 
lated personage, alone, friend­ 
less, as has been the fate of so 
many Presidents. 
Some Presidents have be­ 
come paralyzed by the Presi­ 
dency. The White House can 
become the palace Of a mon­ 
arch and the office of the Pres­ 
ident can be a trap for a per­ 


sonality who walks on eggs as 
the Chine-c used to describe 
some Mandarins. 
"The Irish Mafia," In Presi­ 
dent Kennedy’s office, does not 
look like Mandarins, nor doe* 
the President, sitting in his 
rocker, give the appearance of 
one who believes that he has 
a mandate from Heaven to 
rule over the weak and trem ­ 
ulous Tire White House is m on 
cheerful than It used to be al­ 
though it has in no manner 
lost its gracious formality. 
President Roosevelt gave the 
impression of knowing that he 
was .superior to other men. 
President Hoover seemed to he 
shocked that he, a simple man, 
should have been chosen for so 
great a position. President Ken­ 
nedy remains Jack Kennedy 
who has a job to Jo and ex­ 
pects to see that it is done. 
He grows less partisan be­ 
cause the task of the era re­ 
quires a national not a par­ 
tisan President. This is risky in 
our country for a politician but 
It does make for a closer unity 
in the face of the enemy. The 
principal positions in the Cab­ 
inet are held by ’ Republicans 
and non-partisans because he 
obviously seeks an Administra­ 
tion of talent, depending upon 
himself a/id his brother, Robert, 
to do the politicking. 
How this will work out over 
the years, it is difficult to say 
because ambitious men usually 
like to project themselves in 
the hope that they may he the 
successor to the incumbent. 
Nevertheless, at this moment 
it can be said that this is not a 
political Cabinet. 
The President is unusual in 


that he Is a philosophic his­ 
torian, literate, deeply ground­ 
ed in the traditions of his of­ 
fice, 
profoundly 
nationalistic 
without objecting to national­ 
ism in others. It is possible to 
grasp his program but I should 
imagine that it is not easy to 
move him from a determined 
course. He accepts criticism 
politely but not without anger 
if he senses injustice. 
Everybody wants to tell the 
President of the United States 
how to run his office and all 
citizens have a right to do it. 
As a matter of fact, only the 
President can know all the fac­ 
tors in a given situation; un­ 
fortunately, he cannot tell what 
he knows and in our kind of 
society, the public 
irritated 
when it is uninformed. 
Roosevelt had the gift of 
leadership and with little tal­ 
ent built himself into a gen­ 
erally 
beloved 
personality. 
What 
this country 
requires 
most at this moment in its his­ 
tory is potent moral leader­ 
ship, We need to restore a 
sense of patriotism. 
In a word, our President 
must lead the people, not read 
polls to discover w'here at a 
moment the public wants him 
to go. We need a man of the 
stature of Lincoln who, in the 
midst of w'ar, could say "with 
malice tow'ard none." 
Jack Kennedy is 
y o u n g 
enough and sufficiently humble 
to move from politics to gran­ 
deur of spirit. It will be in­

G ay pots, the kind florists use 
ara still the easiest type to grow 
plants in, because they provide 
drainage. The new fangled plastic 
or glazed pots xviii support plant I 
growth *ucce*fullyt but you have 
to be more careful about watering 
since they are not porous and little 
or no water is last through the 
sides. Plants in plastic pots take 
less water. 
If you overwater plants in non­ 
porous containers rot sets in, or 
leaves start to yellow off, due to 
a lack of oxygen to the roots. The 
reverse la true with plastic pots. 
If you happen to forget to water 
the plants, the soil stays moist 
longer than soil in porous pots. 
This is another way of saying 
you don’t have to water plastic 
pots with the same frequency as 
water their plants according to the 
with clay pots. Gardeners should 
water their plants according to the 
condition of the soil, rather than 
by a set schedule. 
The secret to growing potted 
plants Is drainage. Excess w’ater 
in saucers beneath pots is bad for 
plants in both porous and non­ 
porous pots, But ifs even more 
dangerous in the plastic ones. 
Plastic pots show no discolora­ 
tion due to hardwater salts, ferti­ 
lizers or algae. Their light weight 
and bright colors are pleasant to 
look at, but you must learn to 
water plants growing in them. To 
repot, Just shift the {Kitted plant 
to one size larger. Larger pots 
are not as attractive, and often 
plants do not do as xvell if they 
are "over-potted.” 
S. C. of Bangor: “ Our porch 
boxes look drab when we put 
hemlock and other evergreen: in 
them. What can be done to make 
them look nice for winter?’’ 
Better use Scotch or Red Fine, 
or w’hite pine for greens. Stick 
some red Ruscus (your florist has 
it) in among the greens for color, j 
If the needles of the exergreen 
start to fade later on, spray with 
a green paint, or replace them, 
with fresh evergreens. 
Some home owners use plastic j 
flowers wired to the evergreens j 
and these gix’e a splash of color j 
during the winter months. Winter 
berries found in the fields and i 
swamps add a natural touch of | 
color and should be used freely in j 
the outdoor planter box.
